Someone has remarked that if Americans had reacted 
to Pearl Harbor the way they have to the energy 
problem, we would all be speaking Japanese today. 
The analogy is a vivid one, but not really very helpful.

There was 
no-question about how to respond to it. Things are quite a 
bit less certain when it comes to the energy crisis. 
War was declared on Japan the day after Pearl Harbor 
and young men flocked to join the armed services. It will 
take weeks and months for Congress to debate the 
various aspects of President Carter’s energy program. 
In the meantime, where does the average citizen go to 
enlist? 
We don’t'even know who the enemy is today. Is it 
ourselves, and our profligate waste of energy and other 
resources,or are the Arabs and the oil companies the 
culprits? Will a little conservation here and there be 
enoughto solve the problem, or must we gird ourselves to 
accept the fact that our constantly improving standard of 
living is a thing of the past — that we face a permanent 
situation of scarce and high cost energy with no “VJ 
Day” in sight? 
On the one hand, a study by the CIA warns that the 
wtrjd’s reserves of petroleum are actually far less than 
previously estimated. Then along comes another report 
by geologists and other specialists at a United Nations 
conference who say that the world probably has enough 
gas and oil to last another hundred years. 
; * Imagine the confusion if, on Dec. 7, 1941, Americans 
¡had heard conflicting reports that maybe there was and 
¡maybe there wasn’t some kind of attack on Hawaii, and 
had seen the Congress and the President and all the 
¡experts disagreeing about the seriousness of the situation

Nixon aborted the trial of the 
century. Had it not been for the 
pardon,

sources, the Special Prosecutor 
definitely would have indicted 
the form er president for ob­ 
struction of justice. 
Instead of the epic ix/jrt 
dram a. 
Nixon 
has 
new 
presented his case to the nation 
via 
television. 
He told 
in­ 
terviewer David Frost that le 
considered himself under oa h. 
If Nixon had really sworn to i?ll 
the truth, he couid be indicled 
for perjury. We counted at least 
a dozen misstatements. 
Perhaps the most dram atic 
was Nixon’s account of the 
pardon itself. From the private 
notes and recollections of the 
man who negotiated the pardon 
on President Ford’s behalf we 
can now cite the discrepancies. 
F o rd ’s 
personal 
law yer, 
Benton Becker, kept a careful 
record of 
his visit to San 
Clemente in September, 1974, to 
duscuss the pardon and the 
disposition of the Nixon tapes. 
Becker flew to California with 
the 
ex-president’s 
attorney 
Herbert J. Miller. Although they 
arrived shortly before midnight, 
they immediately went into a 
three-hour huddle with Nixon 
aideRonid Ziegler. 
The 
talk s 
resum ed 
the 
ollowing morning in Ziegler’s 
iffice. Frequently, Ziegler and 
*1 iller slipped out of the room 
for whispered consultations. 
Nixon later told David Frost 
that a pardon "isn’t, of course,. 
necessarily an admission of 
guilt." This idea, he said, was 
"legaliatic pettifogging." 
On the contrary, Becker made 
plain to 
Nixon's negotiators 


before the pardon was granted 
that it would constitute an ad­ 
mission 
of 
guilt 
He 
even 
provided Miller w ith the leading 
Supreme Court decision on the 
question - a 1915 case involving 
a 
newsman who refused to 
testify. 
To guarantee him immunity, 
the prosecutor got President 
Woodrow 
Wilson 
to sign 
a 
pardon lor the reporter. But the 
newsman rejected it as an ad­ 
mission of guilt. The Supreme 
Court, 
agreeing 
with 
the 
new sm an, 
deelard 
that 
a 
presidential 
pardon 
"carries 
with it an imputation of guilt" 
and acceptance of a pardon 
amounts to "a confession of 
(guilt)." 
Nixon told David Frost of his 
agony as he debated whether to 
sign the pardon. "When you 
receive a pardon." explained 
the former president, "you have 
to sign a piece of paper that 
says. *1 accept the pardon.’ " 
He related, with pain in his 
voice, that he almost turned 
down the pardon to stand trial on 
criminal charges. "It was a 
terribly difficult decision for 
me, he said. "I sat for an hour 
in the chair by myselt. I asked 
Miller to leave the room. ” After 
this hour of agonizing, said 
Nixon, he told Miller: ‘ "Well, 
okay. I'll do it.' And so 1 signed 
it," 
In fact. Nixon never signed a 
pardon at all. The only paper he 
signed at San Clemente was an 
agreement with the govern­ 
m ent. 
establishing 
dual 
ownership of his papers and 
tapes. 
Becker’s notes also dispute 
Nixon’s dram atic account of his 
last-minute 
soul 
searching. 
Before Becker and Miller ever 
arrived at San Clemente, Nixon 
had already indicated through 
his counsel that he wanted a 
pardon. It was Niixioa’s interest 
in 
getting 
pardd^ed 
th at 
prompted President Ford to 


send Becker to San Clemente. 
Not until the negotiations were 
completed did Nixon, looking 
latigured and forlorn, m ake a 
personal appearance. He was 
despondent 
and 
disoriented. 
"Thank you for lieing fair." he 
murmured to Becker "You are 
a fine young m an." Then in the 
middle of the conversation, he 
grabbed Becker's arm . "You 
are a big boy. " blurted the 
recluse 
ol 
San 
C lem ente, 
completely out ot context "Did 
you ever play football?" 


Later the deposed president 
asked again to set* Becker, who 
w as ushered into a sparse office. 
Nixon greeted him solemnly 
“ Mr. Becker." he said, "you 
have l>een a gentleman. You 
haven’t been a bully. I have had 
my share of bullies. I want to 
give you something." Then he 
extended both arm s toward the 
sparse office walls. "But I don’t 
have anything." he said, his 
voice almost breaking. "They 
look itallaw av." 


Swallowing hard. Nixon pulled 
open 
a 
desk 
d raw er 
and 
produced 
a 
pair 
of cheap, 
presidential cuff links and a 
tiepin. 
He 
handed 
these 
dramatically to Becker. “ Pat 
took these from my jewelry 
box." said Nixon sadly. "Hang 
on lo them. They are the last 
ones in the world.” 
Back in Washington. Becker 
reported to President Ford on 
his San Clemente experience. 
Ford had already decided to 
grant the pardon. But he added 
to his statement, as another 
reason for the pardon, “ the 
threat to (Nixon's) health.” 
Footnote: 
M iller refused 
comment on his dealings with 
his famous client. Friends of 
Nixon recall that he had severe 
qualms at the moment of ac­ 
cepting the pardon. One friend 
told us that Nixon had con­ 
sidered fighting for his freedom 
in the courts.

The attack on Pearl Harbor was a direct and un­ 
mistakable challenge to the Nation’s security. There was 
no-question about how to respond to it. Things are quite a 
bit less certain when it com es to the energy crisis. 
War was declared on Japan the day after Pearl Harbor 
and young men flocked to join the armed services. It will 
take weeks and months for Congress to debate the 
various aspects of President Carter’s energy program. 
In the m eantime, where does the average citizen go to 
enlist? 
We don’t'even know who the enemy is today. Is it 
ourselves, and our profligate waste of energy and other 
resources,or are the Arabs and the oil companies the 
culprits? Will a little coaservation here and there be 
enoughto solve the problem, or must we gird ourselves to 
accept the fact that our constantly improving standard of 
living is a thing of the past — that we face a permanent 
situation of scarce and high cost energy with no “ VJ 
Day” in sight? 
On the one hand, a study by the CIA warns that the 
world’s reserves of petroleum are actually far less than 
previously estimated.

Shellac is no lo nger “ the be­ 
ginning and the end1’ o f wo o d 
finishes that it was hundreds o f 
y ears ago . Yet it has retained a 
co nsiderable measure o f its 
po pularity despite the inv asio n 
o f so many high-quality mo dern 
finishes, especially the sy nthet­ 
ic v arnishes. 
This tenacio usness is due 
partly to its v ersatility as a 
sealer, an underco at o r a final 
finish, but ev en mo re so to the 
fact that it is easy to apply , 
dries rapidly , can be to uched 
up when necessary and has 
go o d resistance to abrasio n. Its 
high glo ss is co nsidered desir­ 
able by many , but can be re­ 
duced to any required effect by 
steel wo o ling o r rubbing. 


Shellac’s disadvantages are 
that it cannot be applied in a 
room or area where there is 
high humidity; that it must be 
purchased in a quantity that 
will be used immediately or 
within a few months, since it 
does not store well; and that it 
is soluble to most liquids, which 
is why it is seldom used as a 
final finish on tables. 
Shellac is rarely used as it 
comes out of the container and 
should be thinned with dena­ 
tured alcohol. It comes in so- 
called 
'cut” mixtures. A 4- 
pound cut means that four 
pounds of shellac gum have 
been dissolved in one gallon of 
alcohol to produce that particu­ 
lar mixture. 
There are also 3 and 5-pound 
cuts. All should be thinned fur­ 
ther for most purposes, but the 
best system for beginners is to 
use 50 per cent of shellac to 50 
per cent of denatured alcohol, 
loiter, you can vary the propor­ 
tions as you see fit, but you 
may find the 50-50 mixture 


serv es nearly all y o ur needs. 
Two kinds o f shellac are so ld 
generally — white and o range. 
The white actually is clear and 
is the mo st widely used. The 
o range is reco mmended when a 
darker co lo r is desired witho ut 
hiding the grain o f the wo o d. 


When using shellac o n unfin­ 
ished wo o d o r that fro m which 
the o ld finish has been re­ 
mo v ed, it’s a go o d idea to wipe 
the surface tho ro ughly with 
denatured alco ho l, mo st espe­ 
cially when the wo o d has been 
sanded first. As with mo st fin­ 
ishes, two o r three thin co ats 
are better than o ne thick co at. 
I hav e fo und it go o d practice to 
use a mix ture o f three parts o f 
alco ho l to o ne o f shellac as the 
first co at, then the 50-50 mix ­ 
ture as the seco nd and third 
co ats. Altho ugh shellac dries in 
much less than three ho urs, I 
wait that lo ng between co ats, 
sand the surface lightly with a 
fine grade o f sandpaper and 
use a dry brush to remo v e any 
grit residue. 


If the high glo ss o f the final 
finish is suitable, all that re­ 
mains is to apply a co at o f 
paste wax and rub it in. Or y o u 
can use a liquid po lisher which 
co ntains 
so me 
o f 
the 
in­ 
gredients o f paste wax and is 
designed to eliminate all o r 
mo st o f the rubbing. 
Suppo se, after putting o n the 
final co at, y o u disco v er that it 
is to o glo ssy ? Yo u can use a 
fine grade o f steel wo o l to cut 
do wn the glo ss a bit. Or, if y o u 
want a flat finish, y o u can rub 
the surface with pumice and 
rubbing o il.

Shellac is no longer “the be­ 
ginning and the end” of wood 
finishes that it was hundreds of 
years ago. Yet it has retained a 
considerable m easure of its 
popularity despite the invasion 
of so many high-quality modern 
finishes, especially the synthet­ 
ic varnishes. 
This 
tenaciousness 
is 
due 
partly to its versatility as a 
sealer, an undercoat or a final 
finish, but even more so to the 
fact that it is easy to apply, 
dries rapidly, can be touched 
up when necessary and has 
good resistance to abrasion. Its 
high gloss is considered desir­ 
able by many, but can be re­ 
duced to any required effect by 
steel wooling or rubbing. 


Shellac's disadvantages are 
that it cannot be applied in a 
room or area where there is 
high humidity; that it must be 
purchased in a quantity that 
will be used immediately or 
within a few months, since it 
does not store well; and that it 
is soluble to most liquids, which 
is why it is seldom used as a 
final finish on tables. 
Shellac is rarely used as it 
comes out of the container and 
should be thinned with dena­ 
tured alcohol. It comes in so- 
called 'c u t'’ mixtures. A 4- 
pound cut means that 
four 
pounds of shellac gum have 
been dissolved in one gallon of 
alcohol to produce that particu­ 
lar mixture. 
There are also 3 and 5-pound 
cuts. All should be thinned fur­ 
ther for most purposes, but the 
best system for beginners is to 
use 50 per cent of shellac to 50 
per cent of denatured alcohol. 
I^ter, you can vary the propor­

serves nearly all your needs. 
Two kinds of shellac are sold 
generally — white and orange. 
The white actually is clear and 
is the most widely used. The 
orange is recommended when a 
darker color is desired without 
hiding the grain of the wood. 


When using shellac on unfin­ 
ished wood or that fro n which 
the old finish has been re­ 
moved, it's a good idea to wipe 
the surface thoroughly with 
denatured alcohol, most espe­ 
cially when the wood has been 
sanded first. As with most fin­ 
ishes, two or three thin coats 
are better than one thick coat. 
I have found it good practice to 
use a mixture of three parts of 
alcohol to one of shellac as the 
first coat, then the 50-50 mix­ 
ture as the second and third 
coats. Although shellac dries in 
much less than three hours, I 
wait that long between coats, 
sand the surface lightly with a 
fine grade of sandpaper and 
use a dry brush to remove any 
grit residue. 


If the high gloss of the final 
finish is suitable, all that re­ 
m ains is to 
apply a coat of 
paste wax and rub it in. Or you 
can use a liquid polisher which 
contains 
some 
of

WASHINGTON ( AP) - Uniden­ 
tified Latin American countries 
are complaining about "signifi­ 
cant” Cuban moral and m ate­ 
rial support for local guerilla 
insurgency activities, the State 
Department says. 


The allegation was contained 
in department responses to a 
series of questions growing out 
of the announcement last Fri­ 
day that the United States and 
Cuba have reached agreement 
on a limited exchange of diplo­ 
mats. 


The department says its own 
estim ate is that Cuba is not 
now giving significant m aterial 
support to guerilla activity in 
Latin America. 
"Nonetheless, this is certain­ 
ly something we will be watch­ 
ing very closely and which 
clearly would affect the pace at 
which the process of normaliz­ 
ing relations moves forward," 
U said. 
The statem ent did not say 


what governments in the hemi­ 
sphere have alleged Cuban sup­ 
port of guerilla activities. 
But it said the governments 
“believe the Cuban government 
is giving moral and some m ate­ 
rial support to guerilla activi­ 
ties. They consider it signifi­ 
cant." 
In the past, charges of Cuban 
Intervention have been leveled 
by Chile, Uruguay and P a ra ­ 
guay, among others. 
U.S. intelligence sources have 
said that Cuba, under pressure 
from the Soviet Union, ended 
its efforts to export revolution 
in the hemisphere years ago, 
long before it became involved 
in military activities in Africa. 
In an announcement last F ri­ 
day, 
the United States and 
Cuba disclosed they would ex­ 
change diplomats at the sub- 
ambassadorial level within the 
next two to three months. The 
diplomatic exchange would be 
the first between the two coun­ 
tries in 16 years.

longer apply." 
And while money is still per­ 
ceived by many as a potent in­ 
fluencing tool here, lobbyists in 
the Missouri Capitol insist mon­ 
ey plays a sm all role in their 
effectiveness. 
John Britton, a lobbyist for 
som e 20 years, says under-the- 
table payola, as in the days 
when Bill Tweed pulled strings 
in New York’s Tammany Hall, 
is no longer used liberally to 
grease the workings of the leg­ 
islature. 
In 
those 
mid-1800s. 
Boss 
Tweed funnelled funds to legis­ 
lators to insure their agreem ent 
with his proposals. Britton dis­ 
dains the label that era's car­ 
toons gave the profession of in­ 
fluencing legislation. 
"I really don't believe any­ 
body represents us (now) as 
monsters or devious, sinister 
people," Britton says. A white- 
haired. distinguished man given 
to 
tailor-made suits, 
Britton 
usually stations himself outside 
the legislative chambers chain­ 
smoking 
and 
chatting 
with 
state officials. 
He and his two associates 
represent 
several 
firms, 
in­ 
cluding Anheuser-Busch of St. 
Louis. 
While Britton and others of 
the 450 registered lobbyists in 
the state say they don’s often 
encounter public antipathy, the

DEAR DR. LAMB - Can 
you tell me anything about 
hematocrit hemoglobin? They 
didn’t tell me much In the 
hospital and I would like to 
know more. 
DEAR READER — Those 
are two different terms. Hie 
hematocrit is really an ex­ 
pression of what percentage 
of your blood is from blood 
cells and how much is fluid. 
The tube of blood is placed in 
a centrifuge and the cells are 
spun to the bottom of the tube. 
By measuring the column of 
blood cells and the total 
volume in the tube the per 
cent of cells can be stated. 
If a person’s hematocrit is 
46 per cent that means 46 per 
cent of the volume of the blood 
is made up of blood cells. If a 
person loses blood as from a 
hemorrhage, the fluid will be 
replaced inside the blood 
vessels but the blood cells 
take longer to be manufac­ 
tured. As a result the 
hematocrit will fall. A low 
hematocrit means a decreas­ 
ed amount of blood cells and 
you may see this in an 
anemia. 
The hemoglobin refers to 
the amount of Jiemoglobin in 
your blood. Each red blood 
cell contains hemoglobin in 
order to transport oxygen and 
carbon dioxide. Hemoglobin is 
a complex protein containing 
iron. If you don’t have enough 
iron in your system your 
hemoglobin will fall. So hav­ 
ing enough red blood cells 
isn’t enough. The cells must 
also contain adequate 
amounts of hemoglobin.

organisms invade a break in 
the skin. That is why it may 
follow an injury or has been 
known to follow surgery. The 
skin becomes red and swollen 
from the inflammation. The 
inflamed area is raised so that 
the edges of the area of in­ 
volvement are raised and 
clearly separated from the un­ 
involved area of skin. 
Because it is an infection 
the patient is commonly ill 
with a fever — which may be 
104 to 105 degrees F. It is 
treated with antibiotics, com­ 
monly penicillin. 
A person has to have both 
the streptococcal organisms 
on the skin and an injury to 
develop erysipelas. Unless 
your grandson injures himself 
during swimming it is not 
likely to be the reason for his 
illness. Hie lesions are usual­ 
ly on the face although they 
can occur any place on the 
body. The disease more com­ 
monly strikes young children 
or infants and middle-aged

than high 
school age of your grandson.

The son of Sicilian peasants 
who emigrated to the United 
States 74 years ago, Capra 
marked his 80th birthday with 
an investigative “roots" trip to 
his native Sicily and the rest of 
Italy. 
He made it clear even in 
Italy that he's not through with 
the cinema yet — at least as 
far as lecturing goes. 


After 40 films and three 
Academy Awards for best di­ 
rector. he has been out of the 
directorial 
spotlight 
for 
15 
years, lately devoting his time 
and seemingly endless energy 
to a dialogue encouraging the 
young to go into the movie 
business and try to change its 
direction. 


In his Palm Springs. Calif., 
home or his native village out­ 
side this Sicilian capital, his 
theme is that the cinema is still 
“the best medium." 
“I’m an optimist, an idealist 


and I believe in human comedi­ 
es," he remarked in an inter­ 
view. “There are indications 
among students of the cinema 
that they want to return to hu­ 
man comedies, my type of 
films. Rocky’ is an example of 
that." 
He said he wished he had 
made ‘Rocky,’ chosen by the 
Academy he once headed as 
the best film of the year, be­ 
cause “it’s about simple people 
succeeding, like President Car­ 
ter for instance." 
It's also like Capra himself — 
born in the rugged hills of Sic­ 
ily, taken to the United States 
at 6 and an example of an im­ 
migrant who beats the odds 
and vaults to fame in com­ 
petitive Hollywood. 
As he tells it: "I was short, 
born in a foreign land, and son 
of poor and illiterate peasants 
But in the cinema there is no 
formula for success except per­ 
haps for creativity." 
A chemical engineering grad­ 
uate from Cal Tech, Capra said 
he entered the film business, 
answering an ad in the paper, 
to make money while waiting 
for a hoped for job as a science 
teacher.

Legislature moves to block 
land sales by university

The House added a section 
requiring the university to seek 
competitive bids betore selling 
any timber or other natural re­ 
source located on the property. 
The requirement was the re­ 
sult of the university's sale of 
$189,000 worth of timber on the 
Weldon Spring tract to a lum­ 
berman who paid the institution 
only $40,000 for the logs. 
The university had looked 
into the possibility of selling the 
land to a developer for industri 
al or residential construction, 
hut that plan drew fire from 
state lawmakers who said it 
Should be preserved as a park 
area for St. Louis area resi­ 
dents and the state. 
Since the controversy first 
began, the Department of Con 
servation has indicated a will­ 
ingness to purchase the land to 
keep it in its natural state. 
The Senate also approved a 
House-passed m easure 


rently borne by counties. 
The bill, which would cost 
$2 4 million when fully imple­ 
mented two years from now, 
goes back to the House for fur­ 
ther consideration, since the 
Senate tacked on amendments 
providing the bill goes into ef­ 
fect Jan. 1, 1978, and providing 
that rules regarding the foster 
care program by the Division 
ot Family Services be reviewed 
by the legislature before Nov.

Richard Kennedy had worked 
as head of a workshop at the 
St. Louis State Hospital until 
his dismissal in 1975. He was 
fired by the Department of 
Mental Health under Missouri’s 
merit system and, under state 
law, was advised that he had 30 
days after his firing to appeal. 
Rather than appeal, however, 
Kennedy filed a complaint in 
federal court, charging that his 
due-process rights were vio­ 
lated. 
A trial court ruled against

AUSTINVILLE, Va. - 
(NEA) — For as long as 
anyone can remember there 
have been strange doings at 
the Olive Brandi Methodist 
Church. In the dead of the 
x night, when conditions are 
right, an eerie light glows in 
the window of the hilltop 
tabernacle. The cause is un­ 
known, but some people here 
think a ghost is at play. 
Undeniably, the church is an 
ideal location for a mis­ 
chievous spirit. Constructed 
in 1833, it is isolated on the 
bend of a lonely road and sits 
hard by a seedy cemetery. 
Believers reason that one of 
the graves is open ended, that 
is to say it has access to both 
worlds, and its restless inhabi­ 
tant comes back and forth at 
will. 
This seems melodramatic, 
residents admit, but how else 
to explain the phenomenon? 
Kenneth Dean, who lives 
down the road from the 
church, swears he has not only 
seen the night light, but “once 
when I came be I saw this 
white thing floating across the 
road.” Scout’s honor, Dean 
says: “Ask my mother, she 
saw the same thing.” 
Assuredly, many people 
have seen and heard the 
doings at the Olive Branch 
Church. On the weekends 
here, cars full of witnesses 
line the road. Currie Moore, a 
miner, says people see the 
light almost every evening 
now: “ When the light 
appears, the people get noisy, 
then they quiet down again 
and wait for it to come back.” 
For all of its regularity, the 
light is variously described by 
those who’ve experienced it. 
Some say it’s a blue light,' 
which squares with the color 
of the tint in the church win­ 
dow. Others, however, insist 
the light is white. And 15-year- 
old Fred Coble says the glow 
is “yalla,” which in southern 
Virginia is yellow.

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AUSTINVILLE, Va. - 
(NEA) — For as long as 
anyone can remember there 
have been strange doings at 
the Olive Branch Methodist 
Church. In the dead of the 
night, when conditions are 
right, an eerie light glows in 
the window of the hilltop 
tabernacle. The cause is un­ 
known, but some people here 
think a ghost is at play. 
Undeniably, the church is an 
ideal location for a m is­ 
chievous spirit. Constructed 
in 1833, it is isolated on the 
bend of a lonely road and sits 
hard by a seedy cemetery. 
Believers reason that one of 
the graves is open ended, that 
is to say it has access to both 
worlds, and its restless inhabi­ 
tant comes back and forth at 
will. 
This seems melodramatic, 
residents admit, but how else 
to explain the phenomenon? 
Kenneth Dean, who lives 
down the road from the 
church, swears he has not only 
seen the night light, but ‘‘once 
when I came be I saw this 
white thing floating across the 
road.” Scout’s honor. Dean 
says: ‘‘Ask my mother, she 
saw the same thing.” 
Assuredly, many people 
have seen and heard the 
doings at the Olive Branch 
Church. On the weekends 
here, cars full of witnesses 
line the road. Currie Moore, a 
miner, says people see the 
light almost every evening 
now: 
“ When the li ght 
appears, the people get noisy, 
then they quiet down again 
and wait for it to come back " 
For all of its regularity, the 
light is variously described by 
those who've experienced it. 
Some say it's a blue light, 
which squares with the color 
of the tint in the church win­ 
dow. Others, however, insist 
the light is white And 15-year- 
old Fred Coble says the glow 
is “yalla,” which in southern 
Virginia is yellow 
W h a t e v e r 
i t s 
c o l o r . 
arguments concerning the 
light's origin are equally con­ 
fusing Some believe the glow 
is an effect of the church fur­ 
nace, but others point out the 
furnace is in the basement and 


the light is on the first floor. 
Similarly, many feel it’s some 
kind of prank by children — 
but night after night for 
decades? 
Currie Moore says that 
nearby high-voltage wires 
have often been suspect. 
‘‘When it’s very dark, the 
wires will glow, and some 
people think this may be 
reflected by the church win­ 
dow.” Possibly. Yet here 
again the eyewitnesses scoff. 
The high-voltage wires glow 
occasionally, they say, but the 
church light can be seen every 
night. 
Rationality 
thus denied, 
many people in this hill coun­ 
try community attempt to ex­ 
plain the light in other ways. 
Legends abound 
One man 
says the light is caused by a 
veteran of the Confederacy, 
buried in the cemetery, 
waiting for the South to rise 
agai n. Yuk, yuk 
Most 
believers here harbor senses 
of humor as well as supersti­ 
tion 
Church members, however, 
fail to see the whimsy of the 
situation. Eighty-five-year-old

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Form er Democratic Chairman 
Robert Strauss, the reluctant draftee of the Carter Cabinet, is 
rapidly emerging as one of the most influential m em bers of 
the new administration. 
The canny Texan’s quick ascent in the pecking order is only 
partially related to his substantive responsibilities as the 
President’s special representative for trade negotiations, a 
position which acquired Cabinet status just two years ago. 
His real clout, not surprisingly, stem s from his unparalleled 
political savvy, a commodity which is becoming increasingly 
valuable as Carter moves from development of his programs 
to their implementation. In a Cabinet loaded with economists 
and academicians, the street-wise Strauss stands out like a 
peacock among sparrows 
“He's very sm art. He knows what is realistic in political 
terms, and he’s extrem ely effective on the Hill. He has a lot 
more horse sense than most of these guys, "said one White 
House insider who regularly attends Cabinet meetings. 
Strauss, who has an unerring eye for the real power in any 
political grouping, has forged a solid working and personal 
alliance with two of the unquestioned “ heavies’’ of the C arter 
administration — Vice President W alter F. Mondale and Bert 
Lance, director of the Office of Management and Budget. 
He has also, we are told, steadily enhanced his standing with 
Carter, who cam e to appreciate Strauss' political shrewdness 
over the course of his long and som etimes bumpy campaign 
for the presidency. 
Strauss had not planned on joining the administration He 
had told all his friends he wanted to get out of the political rat 
race, practice law in Washington and Texas and fatten his 
already sizeable bank account He* had agreed to join the 
boards of Xerox and B raniff, and had even hired a decorator to 
refurbish his law office here. 
But Carter twisted his arm to take the trade job, and Strauss 
admirers on Capitol Hill — most notably Senate Finance 
Chairman Russell Long — leaned on him to accept After con­ 
ferring with his family, Strauss reluctantly agreed 
By all accounts, the appointment was one of C arter’s best, a 
perfect matchup of the man and the job 
Strauss is the first to adm it that he knew next to nothing 
about foreign trade when he took office three months ago, but 
that has proved to be a miniscule handicap The tricky part of 
the job, and the area where Strauss excels, is in handling the 
treacherous domestic political ram ifications of trade policy. 
Negotiating with foreign governments over import quotas 
and other trade issues is a piece of cake compared with the 
problems of coping with U.S. labor unions, industries and 
political interests affected by foreign trade decisions. 
From shoes to sugar, television sets to textiles, there is 
scarcely a trade decision that does not have immense impact 
on the American economy and the Democratic P arty ’s 
political fortunes 
“The domestic end is the most difficult aspect by far,’’ 
Strauss told us. “ I’m convinced it takes political force to do 
the job.” 
“It's sort of like putting the Democratic Party back 
together,” he said, drawing a parallel to the task he per­ 
formed so brilliantly over the past four years. “ You never 
give anybody all they want or so little that they leave the table 
tnad. Just one teaspoon as needed — th a t’s the old prescrip­ 
tion.” 
Because trade issues cut across bureaucratic turf lines, 
Strauss has occasionally clashed with others in the ad­ 
ministration — most notably Treasury Secretary Mike 
Blumenthal and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance.
